In the area of JROTC, one 
senior, Rhonda Taylor, re¬ 
ceived the Legion of Valor 
Bronze Cross for Achieve¬ 
ment award, the highest pos¬ 
sible award presented to a 
cadet.

US Steel becomes 
USX: 

strike vs. lockout

Nationwide, 22,000 US 
workers were laid off by the 
work stoppage that began 
Aug. 1. 

Suddenly, “Mr. Moms” 
were popping up everywhere 
from coast to coast. There 
were 6,500 in Gary alone. 

The Post-Tribune said 
that union workers were told 
by management before their 
contract expired that they 
would be laid off whether a 
new agreement was reached 
or not. 

As early as April, 1986, or¬ 
ders processsed by sales de¬ 
partment were leaving the 
plant marked “strike hedge”, 


week of April to prepare for 
the upcoming lockout. 

On June 25, unionists 
handed the company negoti¬ 
ators a 130-item list of union 
demands. 

Steel workers won lockout 
pay. Workers received be¬ 
tween $96 and $161 every 
two weeks, depending on the 
number of dependents in 
their families. Money was 
spent on bills, food and 
clothing for the children. 

Programs were set up to 
help union members pay for 
house and gas/electric bills. 
The Food Share program of¬ 
fered a set amount of grocer¬ 
ies for $14, plus some volun-

which meant they were 
saved for future use. As 
many as 29 new warehouses 
were located between April 
and July. Thirteen busin¬ 
esses helped step up the 
shipping activity. 

According to the Post- 
Tribune, USX customers 
were fearful that their sup¬ 
plies of steel would be inter¬ 
rupted. Because of unpro¬ 
ductive contract talks in 
Pittsburgh, customers decid¬ 
ed to take their business else¬ 
where. 

Shipments increased from 
750 tons a week in early 
April to between 50,000 and 
100,000 tons during the last

teer labor. Area grocery 
stores, such as Five Star and 
Save-A-Lot, helped by 
lowering prices for lockout 
union members only.

Five 
Star owner Randy Weiss was 
honored for his generosity to 
affected workers. 

On Jan. 17 at 12 a.m., set¬ 
tlement agreements were 
made. Workers went back to 
work with an approximate $2 
per hour pay cut. The con¬ 
tract holds for four years 
ending in 1991.

G raduation 
oal earned

Struggling through 
the combination of hard 
work and homework, 
students strived to pro¬ 
duce the ultimate grade 
and to complete the re¬ 
quired courses to pre¬ 
pare for their final goal 
... graduation! 

The number of cred¬ 
its needed to graduate 
varied among the four 
grade levels. Freshmen 
and sophomores had to 
take an extra year of 
both science and math 
to add four credits to 
their requirements, rais¬ 
ing the final number to 
41. The juniors and sen¬ 
iors had to obtain only 
37 credits before they 
could take that walk 
down the auditorium or 
gym floor aisle.

nology and vocational 
courses were a big part of 
their school curriculum. 

1080 hours! To receive a 
certificate of Vocational 
Trade Training, a student 
had to complete 1080 
clock hours of training in 
related vocational sub¬ 
jects. 

Some of the vocational 
courses offered were Auto 
Mechanics, Building 
Trades, Diesel Mechanics, 
Printing, Cosmetology, 
Dental Health and Auto 
Body. Usually students 
that took those courses 
planned to pursue a career 
in that field. 

Printing class printed 
just about everything for 
the Portage school system. 
The class projects ranged 
from the school newspa¬ 
per, Pow Wow, to game 


programs. 

Mr. Martin Troglio, 
printing instructor, start¬ 
ed the printing program 
about 16 years ago. He 
commented that printing 
took a lot of bookwork and 
some project work. 

Another vocational 
class, Auto Mechanics, 
gave hands-on training on 
the intricacies of cars. Mr. 
Jon Soliday, instructor, 
explained that teaching 
Auto Mechanics was an 
“awesome responsibility.” 
The class did major pro¬ 
jects, engine overhaul and 
engine ignition systems. 


The third-year JROTC 
Group is having its inspection 
done by Cadet Second Lt. David 
Barnett, while Capt. Tom Gard¬ 
ner looks on for a job well done. 


Auto Body, taught by 
Mr. John Pennington, 
made paint jobs and re¬ 
pairs on cars. That class 
was helpful because stu¬ 
dents learned how to take 
care of their own car. 

Mr. Dean Shatz, head of 
the vocational depart¬ 
ment and assistant princi¬ 
pal, said, “The program is 
fairly successful.” Shatz 
also explained that it is 
good to have off-campus 
classes because students 
have more choices. Some 
of these off-campus 
courses were dental health 
and cosmetology among 
others. 

Senior Brigette Ahrens, 
who took dental health, 
said she planned to be¬ 
come a dental hygienist. 

Though traveling to the 
other schools where the 
courses are offered could 
have been a problem, Bri¬ 
gette commented, “(The 
trip) is not bad. It seems 
to get shorter every time I 
drive.” 

A cosmetology student, 
Valerie Smith, senior, said 
she took the course be¬ 
cause “I always wanted to 
become a cosmetologist.” 

Other classes that al¬ 
lowed students to show off 
their hands-on skills were 


in Industrial Technology. 

Mr. Tom Hardebeck’s 
General Metals I and II 
classes taught fundamen¬ 
tals of machine operation, 
welding, forging and cast¬ 
ing. Two major projects 
were making a machinist 
ball peen hammer and 
adding foundry, which is 
casting. Mr. Hardebeck 
said that many students 
took those classes to pre¬ 
pare for a possible voca¬ 
tion in the industry. Mr. 
Hardebeck tried to run 
the advanced classes like 
the industry operates with 
due dates and specific as¬ 
signments. 

Mr. Bruce Sheriff, head 
of industrial training de¬ 
partment, said that stu¬ 
dents take technology 
classes because they want 
to see, learn and under¬ 
stand the process of indus¬ 
try.

Acquired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome (AIDS) is a disease that attacks 
the immune system and is transmitted 
through an exchange of body fluids. 

There is no evidence to show that it is 
spread through casual contact, even in 
the families living with an AIDS pa¬ 
tient. Though the AIDS virus has been 
found in saliva, there is no evidence 
that it has been been spread through 
kissing. 

Ryan White, a hemophiliac, was di¬ 
agnosed with the disease in 1984. Al¬ 
though experts say that nothing that 
occurs in the classroom can spread the 
disease, it took several trips to court to 
get Ryan back in school in Howard 
County, IN. Michael Elledge, senior, 
explained that AIDS patients have a 
right to an education like anyone else. 

Dawn Kwilasz, freshman, said, “I 
think they should be allowed in school, 


because you can’t catch AIDS through 
casual contact.” 

Researchers told Newsweek, and 
many other people, that drinking from 
the same glass of an AIDS patient or by 
donating blood have not resulted in 
people contracting the AIDS virus. 

Not everyone wants to attend class 
with an AIDS patient. Jim Taylor, sen¬ 
ior, said, “(AIDS) could make PHS go 
totally insane. Plus, it could give our 
school a bad influence.” 

As of the first week of February, 1987, 
30,396 AIDS cases have been reported 
in the United States, 143 in Indiana and 
13 in Northwest Indiana. One and a 
half million Americans are believed to 
be infected by the AIDS virus. By 1991, 
the nation is expected to have seen 
270,000 AIDS cases and 179,000 AIDS 
deaths. As Ryan White said, “Whatever 
you do, please do not isolate us.”

Runaway

About three weeks after school start¬ 
ed, a student left his three-story home 
containing his five younger brothers 
and sisters, his father and stepmother, 
to live with a friend. He had fought 
with his stepmother constantly. “We 
didn’t get along at all,” he said. “Her 
standards are completely opposite of 
mine. Before she came, my father and I 
used to be so close, but she took him 
away from me and now he’s on her 
side.” 

“I went to one of my best friends’ 
house and I stayed with him for about a 
month,” explained the student. This 
teenager doesn’t want to just skip 
houses all his life. He has plans for his 
future. “I want to go to IU. I’ll have to 
get financial aid, but I’ll pay for as 
much as I can. I did have a job, but 
about a week after I left home, I quit. I 
was getting harassed and I was sick of 
it.” 

“As soon as I get a job, I’m going to 
get an apartment with three of my 
friends. It will only cost about $80 a 
month for each of us, and we’ll have 
money for food because we’re all work¬ 
ing.” 

His father has made attempts to have 


him come back home through guidance 
counselors, but this runaway doesn’t 
want to if things remain the same. 

There are 1.5 million teens who run 
away every year at the average age of 
15. Most of these troubled teens come 
from broken or reconstructed homes 
and are usually the oldest child in their 
family, according to Deborah Thane of 
USA Today. 

Seventy per cent of them go to a 
friend’s or relative’s home. Only 13 per 
cent of them actually “hit the road.” 

More runaways ended up in one of 
the USA’s 500 shelters at the beginning 
of the school year than any other time 
of the year. School puts the final strain 
on teens who already have family prob¬ 
lems, causing them to seek help at a 
shelter. Another reason for the increase 
of teens at shelters at the beginning of 
the school year is because there weren’t 
any children their age on the streets. 
They looked suspicious and were easy 
targets for the police.

Videos also helped old performers 
make strong comebacks. Examples were 
Tina Turner, The Monkees and James 
Brown. 

The video age broke the record slump 
of the late 70’s. When videos became 
known and popular in April, 1981, re¬ 
cord sales skyrocketed, and more peo¬ 
ple became interested in the music in¬ 
dustry. 

Videos have also aided in interna¬ 
tional problems such as apartheid, 
drugs and alcohol. Band-Aid and USA 
for Africa fought hunger in Africa. “Sun 
City” was a song about apartheid in 
South Africa. Stevie Wonder made a 
point about driving and drinking in his 
song “Don’t Drive Drunk”.

IMPACT’S success brought a spinoff, 
INSIGHT, to PHS. 

“INSIGHT is a program in which we 
hope to reach students who might think 
they or someone else they know has a 
chemical dependency problem,” Ms. 
Christine Elibasich, member of the IN¬ 
SIGHT program, said. 

“Chemical dependency is when a per¬ 
son loses control over choice. They plan 
to get (the chemical) and are always 
thinking about how they’re going to get 
it. These persons are unable to control 
the amounts they use — they simply 
become obsessed with the usage,” said 
Mrs. Judith D. Krieger, another mem¬ 
ber of the INSIGHT team. 

INSIGHT began Tuesday, Jan. 20, 
after school in the home ecomonics de¬ 
partment. Mrs. Krieger said, “IN¬ 
SIGHT isn’t only limited to the users of 
these chemical substances. It’s also for 
those students who are interested or 
questioning alcohol or drugs.” The 
chemicals that were being spoken of in¬ 
cluded alcohol, cocaine and anything 
else that altered the mind or body, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. Krieger. 

“No judging is involved in this pro¬ 
gram. We just want to present the stu¬ 
dent with facts about alcohol and drug 
dependency,” said Mrs. Krieger. “IM¬ 
PACT is a group of trained persons who 
are there to help students. The students 


will receive no disciplinary action, if 
they go to administrators or persons in¬ 
volved in either program. If students 
bring (these chemicals) to school, 
they’re still going to get expelled,” she 
added. 

IMPACT, from which INSIGHT 
evolved, was a program designed to 
help students solve their chemical 
abuse problems and to help those who 
had attended at least one of the five 
rehabilitation centers. These centers in¬ 
cluded Care Unit (in Michigan City), 
Interventions Youth Program, King- 
wood Hospital, Koala Adolescent 
Chemical Treatment Facility and Por- 
ter-Starke Services (in Valparaiso). 

IMPACT was also there for students 
who have family members who abuse 
any of these substances. “We’re here as 
a place that these students can come to 
for help,” said Ms. Elibasich. 

Students could talk to any one of the 
16 members of the INSIGHT or IM¬ 
PACT teams. The teams included Mrs.

Most copy is set in Century Schoolbook, with body 
copy in 10 pt. and captions in 8 pt. ID’s and photo 
credits are 7 pt., and most headlines are 36 pt. Palatino 
bold. Formatt type was used for headlines in opening, 
closing and dividers. Index is set in 6 pt. Century 
Schoolbook. 

Root Photographers, 1131 W. Sheridan Rd., Chicago, 
1L, was the official school photographer and provided 
portrait photos and some candids. Many photographs 
were produced in the publications department dark¬ 
room by the photography staff. 

The yearbook was distributed in the fall of 1987. First 
sold for $10, the book increased in price to $12, $15, then
